"LCD panel driver"; "frame buffer";" connection between... image buffer and line 
buffers and LCD panel"; " connections between said line buffer and said LCD 
panel drivers"; "frequency divider"; "logic circuitry"; "shift register"; "A program 
retention device";" program instruction"; " networked computer device" must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement-drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

Specification 

4. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: the specification does not have support for the recitation of 
the claims: 1 ,5,15 "skipping an LCD Vsynch-pl at the end of the display within said 
even image lines". 

In claim 3, "limiting the requirement for a frame buffer"; 

In claim 7, "no requirement for a frame buffer"; 

In claims 8,9, "means for performing said transfer utilizing direct connection 
between the output of the image buffer and the line buffer of the LCD panel"; 

In claim 10, "means for means for performing said transfer utilizing direct 
connection between line buffer of the LCD panel driver", 

In claim 11, "means for performing said skipping utilizing a frequency divider to 
divide the image source buffer Vsync by two"; 

In claim 12, "means for performing said blanking utilizing a logic circuitry 
which sense the odd frame time domain", 
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In claim 13, "means for performing said moving of Vsync for the LCD panel 
by utilizing a shift register. . . the time domain"; 

In claim 15 "A program retention device containing program instruction 
code executable on at least one networked computer device for simulating a 
model of an LCD panel without scaling"; 

In claim 16, "A program retention device.. .moving the no-scaling image..." 

In claim 17, "the program retention device... " Said program eliminates the 
requirement for a frame buffer", and, 

In claim 18," A program retention device. ..the step of: skipping... displaying... 
blanking. ..shifting.Of the LCD display area" 

Claim Objections 

5. Claims 1 -1 8 objected to because of the following informalities: there is no 
consistent between the word "Vsync" and phrase "Vertical synchronization" in the 
claims. Thus, the Examiner will advice the Applicant to change the word Vsync" to 
"Vertical synchronization"; and "Vsync-pl" to "Vertical synchronization pulse" 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention.

7. Claims 1-1 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

8. The specification has failed to teach one skill in the art how to display an image 
by skipping the odd image lines of the lower portion of the LCD panel? The explain as to 
how one can have a good quality image information by only an even line image and 
displaying the top/upper part of the display ?
